In vi« w of the fact that health 
warning labels are requ ired on cig­ 
arette packages, it gives one pau se to 
be told that scaring people is not 
necessarily the best way to get them 
to do, or not to do, something for 
their own good. 
This conclu sion abou t hu man be­ 
havior comes from a psychologist with 
the University of North Carolina 
School of Pu blic Health and is based 
primarily on a stu dy of an oral polio 
vaccination campaign in Florida. 
There it was fou nd, reports Dr. C. 
David Jenkins, that the fear of a di­ 
sease or the risk of getting a disease 
doesn’t seem to encou rage people to 
seek a way of preventing it or redu c­ 
ing the risk. 
Excessive scare campaigns may. in 
fact, have ju st the opposite resu lt. 


Fear of cancer» he says, has actu ally 
driven 
some 
women 
away 
from 
screening clinics. 
Apparently the need is to create 
a moderate degree of concern in peo­ 
ple—something more than apathy 
bu t less than fear. 
Yet some of the people in Florida 
took the vaccine becau se “it was the 
thing to do. 
It was socially fashion­ 
able. It was a way to become a part 
of the commu nity.*’ 
The psychologist credits news­ 
papers with doing a better job of con­ 
veying health information to the pu b­ 
lic than any other commu nications 
mediu m. 
Unfortu nately: 
“Teaching 
facts 
doesn’t always motivate people’s be­ 
havior,” he says. “There are more 
emotional factors involved in behav­ 
ior than a string of facts.”

Mo st Peo ple Fo rg et Veterans To o So o n

WASHINGTON — It seems like a very 
ihort time since the factory whistles blew 
and the bells tolled on Nov 11, 1918, an­ 
nou ncing the end of World War I and Armis­ 
tice Day, now called Veterans Day. Yet an­ 
other World War and two bloody minor 
wars have been packed into the years that 
have followed. And still the wars go on. 
I remember the crowds singing u p to the 
drill grou nd on that November day in 1918 
to tell u s the war was over that we didn’t 
have to drill anymore, didn’t have to fight 
after all. And I remember you ng men In 
u niform lolling arou nd the rest of the day 
wondering what to do with themselves, a 
little disappointed that a hero’s life was 
not for them. The “war to end war” 
was over. 
Twenty-eight years passed, another Arm­ 
istice Day; only this time we called it V-J 
Day — Sept. 1, 1946. TTie crowds jammed 
Pennsylvania Avenu e. Street cars cou ldn’t 
move. Motormen jangled their bells, then 
cava u p. Crowds everywhere, good-natu red 
crowds, ju bilant crowds, celebrating the end 
of fou r years of war. 
Inside the gnarled old State Department 
the lights bu rned late. Jimmy Byrnes, then 
Secretary of State, was working on plans 
for a Peace Treaty —a 
peace that was 
never signed. The diplomats frittered, the 
atatesmen procrastinated and the peace 
eroded into a Korean war, a Berlin airlift, 
a Lebanon landing, a continu ing crisis of the 
Formosa Straits, a Dominican occu pation 
and now a war In Sou theast Asia. 
Veterans Day la Realistic 
So ou t of the war to end war m 1918 has 
come a su ccession of wars. And ou t of 
Armistice Day which had the promise at 
least of a pau se, a su rcease from war. we 
have Veterans Day, a day on which we think 
of the men who have fou ght wars and su f­ 
fered from them. 
The name is less idealistic, bu t more 
realistic. If we are going to have continu ed 
wars — and 1 am In the minority which 
still believes them u nnecessary — then let’s 
give more attention to the men who fight 
them, not ju st sit comfortably at home. 
Let’s do a little thinking, du ring the pa­ 
rades and hoopla of Veterans Day, abou t 
tba Negro private and tha white sergeant 
in Viet Nam who pu t the lives of their 
bu ddies ahead of their own; the two of­ 
ficers who fou ght on despite gaping wou nds, 
and the Naval constniction worker who vol- 
u ntetrad u nder bea\7 fire. 
Htu le Stokaiy Carmichael, tha allegedly 
iKio-violant preacbM of violence, was mak­ 
ing headlines by preferring Jail to the Army, 
Pic. Miitoo Olive III, of Chicago, 111., also 
• Negro, rated only n paragrai^ on tha

inside pages. Yet he, not Carmichael, is 
more typical of his race. 
Private Olive was awarded the nation’s 
highest decoration, the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, posthu mou sly, for smothering the 
explosion of a Vietcong hand grenade with 
his body so others might live. 
Only fou r others have matched his valor 
in Viet Nam. Tliey are; 
Roll Call of Heroes 
Staff Sgt. Larry Pierce of Wasco, Calif,, 
leading his squ adron down a dirt road in 
pu rsu it of gu erillas, spotted a land mine 
which he knew wou ld kill most of his men. 
He threw himself on top of it, giving his 
life to save his men. 
Capt. Roger Donlon of Sau gerties, N.Y. di­ 
rected the defense of a small ou tpost du ring 
a five-hou r Vietcong assau lt. He was wou nd­ 
ed several times, once in the stomach. He 
stu ffed a handkerchief into the wou nd, tight­ 
ened his belt and went on with the action. 
Hit twice in the leg, he dragged himself 
from place to place. Miracu lou sly he su r­ 
vived the battle, is credited with saving 
the lives of a cou ple of his men. 
Lt. Charles Q. Williams of Fayetteville, 
N C , thou gh wou nded fou r times, directed 
thè defense of a special forces camp. He 
personally led a patrol that slipped u p on 
an enemy machine gu n, bringing back one 
wou nded man. 
Constru ction mechanic Marvin Shields of 
the Seabees, from Seattle, Wash., volu n­ 
teered with Williams to knock ou t the ma­ 
chine gu n. He had been hit twice, bu t aaslst- 
•d in carrying another wou nded man to 
safety, then volu nteered for the assau lt on 
the mathme gu n. He was killed. 
Private Olive and constru ction worker 
Shields will not be arou nd anymore. We 
can help their families bu t not them. Bu t 
other wou nded men, 197,000 of Uiem, art 
now recu perating in veterans hospitals. 
They receive excellent physical care. Wil­ 
liam J. Driver is the best veterans admin­ 
istrator since Gen. Omar Bradley, u nder 
whom be trained. 
Medical and nu rsing attention is of the 
finest. Most veterans hospitals are among 
the best equ ipped in tha world. 
However, the care and encou ragement of 
veterans shou ld not be left solely to the 
hospital staff. They need to be remembered 
and appreciated, lliey need friendship and 
companionship. And this is tru a of all tha 
iick and wou nded veterans from previou s 
wars. 
»So u ntil we can defeat the constant su c­ 
cession of war — and 1 am eonvincad wa 
can do it — let’s remember the men. on 
Veterans Day and every other day, who 
have to fight tha wars that are not of their 
making.

“Inc.” Some don’t want the 
comma. And more insist that 
the tail be dropped. Some others 
spell the word “Corporation.”’ 
Most, 
however, 
settle 
for 
“Corp.” 
In England the tail is “Ltd.” , 
in France and Spain “S. A.,” in 
Holland “N. V.”, in Germany 
“A. G.” and in Japan “K. K.” 
In 
popu lar 
u se, 
however, 
these tails that trail company 
names arc sometimes as redu n­ 
dant as adding esqu ire to a per­ 
son’s name In certain instances 
they do help identify 
a small 
corporation that might be con­ 
fu sed with a partnership. 
Everyone of these tails means 
essentially the same thing: That 
liability in the company is limit­ 
ed to the amou nt owned — to 
the par valu e of an individu al’s 
shares. One person can’t be held 
responsible for more of the 
company than he owns. 
For legal pu rpose? the tails do 
have meaning. In New York and 
many other states, for example, 
laws requ ired the word “incor­ 
porated” or “limited” or “cor­ 
poration” be part of the name 
as a limited liability concern. 
There are exceptions. General 
Electric Co. was incorporated 
u nder an old law. If it was rein­ 
corporated. however, it might 
have to add the tag.

Reag an War Reco rd Under Fire

WASHINGTON — This column has ju.st 
learnad (hat a mysterious fire in the IMOs 
destroyed Army papers ihat might hav e 
em barrassed Ronald Reagan, then Adjutant 
of an Army motion picture unit, now Re­ 
publican candidate for Gov ernor of Califor­ 
nia. 
As Adjutant, Reagan directed the day-to- 
day operations of the first motion picture 
unit which produced military training and 
propaganda films during World War II at 
the former Hal Roach Studios in Culv er 
City, Calif. 
The unit came under the command of 
Maj. Gen. Lucas V. Beau, now retired, who 
lent an inspection team to look it ov er. 
The team was headed by Col. G. M. Spur­ 
lock. also retired, who is now in the In­ 
v estment Business in Riv erside. Calif. 
Spurlock acknowledged to this column that 
he had found the unit *'in one hell of a 
mess" and had submitted a refiort to Gen. 
Beau, records had been falsified; produc­ 
tion costs were exorbitant, 
Gov ernment 
film had been sold to the mov ies studios; 
bootleg meat was sold in an ‘ unauthorized 
com m issary.” 
"R tagan had nothing to dc with the il­ 
legal activ ities," said Spurlock, "but he 
should hav e known what was going on." 
Gen. Beau, contacted by tin* column, re­ 
called receiv ing Spurlock’s report. 
"Our Inspector General found some dis- 
cre|)ancies," he said. “The Pentagon com­ 
pleted the inv estigation.

Other officers with knowledge of the case, 
who askad to remain anonymous, claimed 
(he General had reprimanded Reagan. They 
also said the mov ie actor had refused to 
testify, taking the Fifth Amendment, dur­ 
ing the preliminary hearing. 
"1 don't rem em ber the reprim and," said 
Beau, "though it is possible," 
Philip Battaglia. State Chairman of tha 
Ronald Reagan for Gov ernor Committee, 
has denied that his candidate was impli­ 
cated in the mess. 
"The lecords prov e," said Battaglia, ’“that 
Reagan testified dully as to all the knowl­ 
edge he had of the m atter which inv olv ed 
an appointee on the base."

NEW YORK (AP) - Tom 
Jones will nev er forget opening 
night. 
"The first rev iews weren’t 
good,” he recills. “ Strong men 
wept. Hysteria blossomed.” 
Which simply attests again 
that, around show business, you 
nev er can tell. For from this 
rickety staj’t grew off-Broad- 
way’s most remarkable record- 
breaker 
and 
money-maker, 
"The Fantasticks.” 
Clicking 
off 
performance 
number 2,718 Saturday night, it 
became the longest-running mu­ 
sical in New York theatrical 
annals, without sign of subsid- 
In*. 
The prev ious longev ity champ 
was "My Fair Lady,” which 
played in the big league, Broad­ 
way. But as a jackpot v enture, 
the little show compares respec­ 
tably, hav ing so far rewarded 
hackers with $13.50 for ev ery 
dollar inv ested. The "My Fair 
Lady” payoff ratio was 16 to 1. 
The success of "The Fantas­ 
ticks,” which Jones wrote with 
a songwriting chum from the 
Univ ersity of Texas, 
Harv ey 
Schmidt, demonstrates the abid­ 
ing box-office appeal of old- 
fashioned sentiment in 
a jet-age 
world. 
An unabashedly warm and 
simple boy-glrl fable. Ihe show 
ilnce that premiere on May 3, 
19 60 has trav eled, in multiple 
reproductions, to 400 American 
eities and has been performed 
in .15 countries. 
Sale of the original cast al­ 
bum lops the 150,000 m ark, and 
32 v ersions of the most notable 
of its 13 tunes, "Try to Remem­ 
ber," hav e been recorded. 
All of which means that ov er 
$1.5 million has been grossed 
from the original inv estment of 
$16 .500. Getting the backing was 
an ordeal that almost ended in 
defeat for producer Lore ■— 
short for Lorenzo — Noto. 
"Hundreds and hundreds of 
people," the stocky Noto notes, 
passed up bids to inv est. Ev en­ 
tually he rounded up 57 backers,

Ab ou t the only thing tha old 
Sedalla Incinerator Bu ilding can 
look forward to ii destru ction-- 
it was sold for a dollar and 
the wrecking crews are coming 
to tear it to grou nd level. A few 
old-timers In the city may com­ 
ment on its passing. 
One thing is positive. It won’t 
b e mou rned the way the Old 
Covered Bridge was when it 
b u rned down. It’s as mu ch a 
part of Sedalla history as the 
b ridge was to the cou nty, b u t 
there’s a su b tle difference. 
The city incinerator never was 
the sort of place an artist wou ld 
paint, or a poet wou ld write 
ab ou t. The b ridge, how e ve r , 
was. The incinerator served the 
city well and long, b u rning its 
trash to ashes for years. 
Then the new methods were 
introdu ced. Trash was b eing 
hau led ou t of the city, du mped 
and then, aventu ally, b u ried. It 
wasn’t practical, as the city 
grew, to maintain tha old b u ild­ 
ing. Nor was it convenient since 
the ashes had to ha removed 
from the b ig fu rnaces periodi­ 
cally. 
At the du mping grou nds, trash 
is hau led in, deposited and b u rn­ 
ed. Once an area of land, u s­ 
u ally a depression, is almost fill­ 
ed, it’s covered u p. The city 
du mp is then moved to a new 
location—something which hap­ 
pened ju st recently near Seda- 
lia. 
Those who rememb er mu st 
gu ess at the time when the old 
incinerator went ou t of u se. 
Most agree it was ab ou t ten 
years ago. The only u se fou nd 
for the place recently was con­ 
nected with the city dog pou nd 
there, a dismal, dirty lean • to 
which was as mu ch of an eye­ 
sore ou tside as in. 
Then, this year, tha new dog 
pou nd was completed and peo­ 
ple stopped going to the incin­ 
erator — at least intentionally. 
So there it stands, waiting for 
the hammers and men to tear 
down the u pper level. The down­ 
stairs portion, or that area 
where the fu rnaces are located, 
will b e left standing — to b e 
filled and covered u p. 
Mou nds of earth on the east 
and west of the b u ilding go u p 
to the second level. In the pic­ 
tu re on this page, that wou ld 
b e the roof line of the white 
b u ilding on the left. The work 
will b e done b y B. S. Hu tchin­ 
son. 2801 West Main, who con­ 
tracted to tear the b u ilding 
down for the materials. 
Somehow, it’s b een impossib le 
to find ajiyone who rememb ers 
mu ch ab ou t the time when the 
incinerator was first pu t into 
u se. City records indicate, how- 


i ever, that the city cou ncil au ­ 
thorized a payment of $15,000 to 
the Ney Odorless Crematory 
Co., Macon, Ga., for constru c­ 
tion of the b u ilding. 
The ordinance provided pay­ 
ment to b e made from b onds 
made availab le for that pu rpose. 
That was on May 27, 19*21. The 
incinerator dates b ack at least 
to that time. It was b u ilt on a 
tract of land which the city ac­ 
qu ired arou nd 1911 for taxes. 
The city received clear title to 
the land in 1921, records indi­ 
cate.

Defense Secre­ 
tary Rob ert S. McNamara ex­ 
plained they were the same 
“riot control agents” that 
lice forces use to quell civil dis­ 
turb ances. Citing an instance 
where gas was used against 
Viet Cong who took refuge 
among noncomb atant villagers, 
he said the aim was to save life. 
In the initial glob al repercus­ 
sions, Secretary ot State Dean 
Rusk denied that the United 
States was waging gas warfare 
in Viet Nam. He said non-killing 
tear and nausea gases would 
continue to b e used as needed 
to save innocent lives. 
The U.S. Command announced 
that 127 Americans were killed 
last week, 605 were wounded 
and eight were missing or cap­ 
tured.

Inselman was returning home 
from work with two women co­ 
workers when he saw a man in 
the street a half b lock in front 
of his car. 
A shot struck one of his head­ 
lights. Inselman ducked b elow 
the dashb oard and told the 
women to duck. 
Three more b ullets pierced 
the 
windshield 
and 
another 
struck the car. 
Ail three occupants escaped 
injury — and colliision with an 
oncoming car. 
Police had received reports 
that a sniper was in the south 
part of the city Their first in­ 
vestigation was fruitless. 
Then they got Inselman’s call, 
and that confirmed a call from 
a woman who said her husb and 
— in a despondent mood—had 
left home with a rifle and a 
pistol. 
At least lour other passing 
automob iles were struck b y b ul­ 
lets. 
Police returned to the normal­ 
ly quiet neighb orhood and ar­ 
rested a man they identified as 
Joe Loren Moore, 31, who lives 
in the neighb orhood of the shoot­ 
ing. 
He was taken to the psychiat­ 
ric receiving center for ob ­ 
servation. 
Several witnesses told police 
they saw a man kneel at an in­ 
tersection and shoot indiscrimi­ 
nately at passing vehicles.
